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THE CROP OUTLOOK.
An Exceedingly Good Growth of
Spring Wheat,

No Improvement In the Prosjiccts of
the Winter Crop- Corn very Late,

Minwavkes, June 21.—Reports from
nearly all partsof the West and Northwest
show that the pnet week has been marked
by changes and & considerable rain full,
SBome low sections of the spring wheat
Btates report damage to the growing grain,
rezulting from coatinuons Leavy rains,

These reports, however, are not numerons,
and, so far, do not oxcite apprehension.
All obiservers repert the condition of grow-
ing spring whear as exceedingly good, and
the outlook most promising.

There is no especinl change in the charne-
ter of reports concerning the condition of
winter wheat in  the Middle Sintes:
and there is certainly no improvement in
the prospeets for the erop.  In gpite of the
wide eritieism with which estimates of the
falling off in the wheat cvop were received,
the entire country has gradually come to
accept those estimntes as at lenst npproxi-
mately eorrect, and some anthoritjoes pit
the figures even lower than did the corve-
spondents,

A large deficit is now eonceded, with the
contingencies of the season still to expect.
The large increase in the nerenge of spring
whent, of which s0 much was said a few
woeeks ago by correspoudents, bas appeared
to shrink till the best authoritics now ae-
cept the correspondents’ figures, on a basis
of five per cent increase, as correct,

CORN VERY LATE,

All through the Weat and the Northwest
the season has been 30 backward that corn
is very lnte, In Minnesota and Wisconsin
the prospect for the corn crop is very poor,
These States, however, do not make much
of a figure in the corn erop of the country,
Reports from the real corn belts are irregu-
lar and unsatisfactory, and not sufficiently
definite to furnish a good basis for esti-
mates as to the probable crop. The

eneral tone of such reports as are received
s favorable, and, with good weather, there
is & prospect of a fair orop. The receipts
of corn at most trading points continued
large during the early part of the week
but have fallen off during the last four
days, and the prospect now is for & steady
volume of supplies on a somewhat reduced
scale.
